We read with interest your 
editorial, “Scenic Easements De¬ 
sirable,** which appeared in the 
March 2 issue of The Pendleton 
Times. This excellent editorial

The Legislature was not slow 
in recognizing its citizen soldiers, 
apparently, following the dis¬ 
banding of West Virginia’s 
troops in June and July of 1865. 
When the House of Delegates 
met in Wheeling on January 17 
of the following year, on motion 
of Col. John S. Witcher (Cabell), 
the Committee on Military Af¬ 
fairs was ordered to investigate 
the possibility of presenting 
each soldier from the state “who 
has been or may be honorably 
discharged from the service of 
the United States, a medal of 
honour.” 

House Joint Resolution No. 11, 


dated January 27, 1866, and 

reported by Col. William B. 

Curtis (Ohio), called for a suit¬ 
able medal “to be suspended by 
a piece of tri-colored ribbon; 
its artistic features to be equal 
to the iCrimean medal, and its 
cost not to exceed one dollar 
each.” 

Subsequently, a contract was 
entered into with a New York 
firm for 26,009 medals to be 
made of copper, bronzed, the 
same as a sample furnished for 
imitation, which was a veteran 
Ohio medal. 

Dr. Hupp said the last con¬ 
certed effort to deliver the 
medals was made in 1891. Possi¬ 
bly the reason for so many of 
them still being undelivered, he

Pendleton Soldier Wounded in Vietnam 


A Pendleton County soldier is conva¬ 
lescing in « hospital in California from 
; serious wounds received in Vietnam, 

Sp/4 Robert J. Eckard, 21, formerly of 
Sugar Grove, was wounded last July during 
u Communist mortar and rocket attack on 
the Phuoc Vinh airfield and base camp 36 
miles northeast of Saigon. Eleven Americans 
were killed and 43 wounded In the attack. 

Mrs. Judy Rader of Sugar Grove, Eckard’s 
sister, said he received powder burns all 
over his body and severe shrapnel wounds in 
his left leg. She said the large artery in his 
leg was severed in two places. 

Eckard's brother, John Eckard of Harri¬ 
sonburg. Va., oiid the family was not noti. 
fied of the injury immediately because the 
sc* Idler had asked that no word be sent. 
However, after the wounded man was moved 
to an Army hospital at Camp Zama, Japan, 
tiie Army notified Mr. Eckard in Harrison- 
• irg because of the seriousness of the in¬ 
jury- 

"We received letters from him, but he 
never complained and never said anything 
a out his injuries,” Mr. Eckard said. 

The injured soldier was moved from the 
fKtipita: in Japan to Lcttemian General Hos¬ 
pital, San Francisco, on September 21 and
